Low Flat Premium Granted Public 
Utilities Group on Three-Year Term 
With 80 Percent Coinsurance 


Another milestone in stock fire insur- 
ance history was passed this week with 
the closing of a blanket aircraft damage 
contract with one of the largest public 
utilities fleets in the middle west, cov- 
ering all its property, valued at $306,- 
000,000. This contract is said to be the 
first blanket on this comparatively new 
ever written. It was devised 
largely by the insurance department 
manager of the public utilities fleet and 


form 


was handled in the regular way through 
one of the largest insurance brokerage 
houses in the United States. Names 
cannot be given at this time. 

The premium is approximately $12,500, 
which is unusually low in view of the 
$500,000 maximum limit of liability on 
any one catastrophe and the large valu- 
ation involved. There are many unusual 
features in this contract which it is be- 
lieved by those interested will give 
strong impetus to the sale of this new 
sideline. 

First Blanket 


Termed Form 


There has been some aircraft damage 
insurance protecting against falling ob- 
jects written throughout the country 
since it was introduced only about a 
year ago, but it is said all of this cover 
heretofore has been on the specific basis. 
The danger of this form, according to 
the public utilities man, is that the air- 
plane or object falling therefrom may 
strike property not listed in the sched- 
ule and therefore not covered, or that 
in large holdings through clerical or 
other error in making out the schedule 
property might be overlooked. 

The $306,000,000 valuation is not men- 
tioned in the blanket contract, which ap- 
plies on any property of the public utili- 
ties group to which ownership can be 
shown and loss proved. 

Spread Over 168 Companies 


It is possible for individual property 
owners to get specific aircraft damage 
cover without coinsurance at 12% cents 
per $100 for three-year term. Companies, 
understood, offer this same con- 
tract on large risks at the reduced rate 
of 8 cents per $100. The blanket con- 
tract contains an 80 percent coinsurance

Mr. Street made a number of impor- 
tant recommendations and observations. 
He said it is his desire, as it certainly 
should be of all members, to make the 
W. U. A. the premier company organi- 
zation in this country, and that can be 


done only if members individually will | 


it, and adhere strictly to the associa- 
tion’s principles with enthusiasm and 
without reservations. 

Weakening Harms All 


“High ideals, maintenance of the high- 
est standard of ethics, inevitably re- 
dound to the advantage of the individual 
and the company he represents in the 
long run,” he said. “There can be no 
other result. When during the trying 
period through which we are passing 
some one here and there has yielded 
to temptation, it has been detrimental 
to the interests of the business as a 
whole as well as his own, and he must 
know he has been unfair to his honest 
competitor. 

“Let us all resolve anew that we will 
hew to the line and ever bear in mind 
that we can in that way do the most 
toward putting the business we serve on 
a foundation which will withstand every 
attack.” 

Mr. Street said that times have 
changed since an office represented but 
one company and it is plainly evident 
with growth of the group system and 
a larger membership having only lim- 
ited jurisdiction, the time may not be 
far distant when lack of equality in con- 
trol of the association’s affairs may re- 
sult in discord. For this reason he 
urged adoption at the semi-annual 
meeting of a classification of member- 
ship along the following lines: 


Makes Membership Proposal 


1. An active membership held by the 
head of the office who has exclusive 
jurisdiction, subject only to executive 
control from his company or companies. 

3. An associate membership com- 
posed of those who are responsible to 
members holding active membership 
(other than executive officers) in the 
handling of the affairs of the company 
or companies in association territory 
on whose representation membership is 
based, who do not maintain offices of 
their own and an independent field or- 
ganization. 

3. On questions of policy or general 
legislation, voting privilege to be lim- 
ited to active membership. Associate 
members, however, would vote on other

Explains Idea of Plan 


He said this classification would make 
it right and proper for an active mem- 
ber who desired to give additional rec- 
ognition to a member of his official fam- 
ily to do so without at the same time 
placing himself in a position where there 
could be any thought of his aiming at 
an unduly large representation for his 
office when vital were at stake. 
He suggested authorization of a special 
committee to formulate a voting rule 
that would do justice to all interests 
and would be sure of adoption. He said

ports, and in some cases do not bear 
a general agent’s title, is a new devel- 
opment in the west which threatens 
trouble for all companies. He said this 
system means total nullification of the 
general agency rule, is objectionable in 
every possible way, and in some cases 
apparently is a means of disregarding 
the corner stone regulation of the W.

Fire Losses for the Eight Months 








The losses by fire in the United States 
during August, as a ne from the 
reports receiv ed by the National Board, 
show a decided upward trend as com- 
pared with the losses of the same month 
last year, and this is in a measure at- 
tributed to the effect of the general 
drouth. The figures for August were 
$36,043,679, as compared with $30,446,- 
893 for the same month last year, an 
increase of 18.37 per cent. For the first 
eight months of this year the record is 
showing steadily worse. The figures 
now give an increase of over 7 per cent, 
being $313,191,165 for the first eight 
months of 1930, as against $292,525,.181 
charged against the same period of 1929, 
an increase of $20,665,984. The follow- 
ing table gives the monthly loss record 
thus far this year in comparison with

There were during August of this 


year some 430 outbreaks of fire in the 
United States and Canada, according to 
the “Journal of Commerce,” where the 
estimated property damage reached or 
exceeded $10,000 in each instance. This 
large number of sizable fires is in part 
attributed to the effect of the drouth. 
The aggregate estimated loss of these 
larger fires is $22,279,000.

Fine Response Recorded 


Under the general direction of T. Al- 
fred Fleming, superintendent of the 
conservation department National 
Board and chairman fire prevention 
committee National Fire Protection As- 
sociation, a practical program for ob- 
servance of fire prevention week has 
been prepared, and from_ responses 
from chambers of commerce, Rotary, 
Kiwanis, Lions clubs and kindred busi- 
ness organizations, as well as from 
state and municipal authorities, assur- 
ance is given that the suggested activi- 
ties will be carried out in earnest. 

In addition to having talks by com- 
petent speakers before business gather- 
ings and public school children on the 
fire menace and the most effective 
means for reducing it, it is intended to 
have all hospitals, penal institutions and 
public school buildings thoroughly in- 
spected by firemen. 


Extend Work to Farmers 


A particular effort will be put forth 
this year to educate farmers on the fire 
hazard, with the hope of bringing about 
a reduction in the heavy burning ratio 
of farm property. The late Col. A. C. 
Speed of Columbus, O., is justly en 
titled to be called the father of the fire 
prevention movement, for it was he who 
in 1901 succeeded in arousing Ohioans 
to the economic drain of fires. and se- 
cured formation of the Ohio Fire Pre- 
vention Association, Through activi- 
ties of this organization, Ohio was the 
first state to enact a fire marshal law, 
adopt a “safe and sane” Fourth of July 
policy and recognize a building code 
commission. 

Recalling the toll taken by the Chi- 
cago conflagration in 1871, Col. Speed, 
for many years Ohio state agent for 
the American Central, argued that the 
time to pay particular attention to fire 
prevention was during the week includ- 
ing Oct. 9, the day the Chicago disas- 
ter reached its greatest intensity. 


Disseminate Prevention Idea 


The move became popular and Col. 
Speed traveled from state to state aiding 
in the formation of protective associa- 
tions. Subsequently the plan was given 
official endorsement by the National

TO ADOPT NEW CONSTITUTION 


Manager to Be Selected and Active 
Work Started—Uniformity 
Sought 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Representa- 
tives of many of the important inland 
niarine insurance writing companies hay- 
ing approved the formation of the In- 
land Marine Underwriters Association, 
a further gathering of the organization 
is to take place Sept. 22. A constitution 
will be adopted and arrangements made 
for the active functioning of the body.

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Court of Conscience 


“The Appellate Division in New York has ren 
dered a decision of great importance to account 
ants and of interest to business men. A well-known 
firm of accountants examined and reported on the 
financial condition of a concern, at its request. 
Based on the certified figures, another concern ad 
vanced money. The loser brought suit against the 
accountants. The lower court held that, inasmuch 
as the accountants were not engaged by the lenders, 
the accountants had no responsibility whatsoever 
towards them. The Appellate Court has reversed 
that ruling and awarded compensation to the lend 
ers for the losses they incurred. The Court held 
that public accountants who make audits for cor 
porations with knowledge that their reports and 
certificates of audit are to be used in borrowing 
money will be held responsible for negligence in 
making up the audit if losses result.” — l’orbes 
(Magazine), July 1, 1930. 


It is unlikely that insurance agents will ever be 
held responsible in court for negligence in making 


insurance audits for their assureds. But there is a 


court that tries them nevertheless, the court of con 
science. Whenever an uninsured home burns, this 
court is held at once, and finds the agent guilty of 
not having tried harder to sell the unfortunate 
owner. The punishment is remorse. 


When a factory burns and is idle for months 
while it is being rebuilt, this court convenes again. 
Perhaps the plant was the mainstay of the com 
munity and will never operate again. But if it had 
carried use and occupancy or net profits insur 
ance, it would continue without doubt. Once more 
conscience punishes the agent, if he does not know 
use and occupancy well enough to sell it, or was 
not persistent enough in his solicitation. 


Other cases will readily suggest themselves. 
They all indicate that the insurance agent can come 
into the court of conscience with clean hands only 
if he knows his policies, the needs of his clients 
and makes an audit of those needs, then exerts him 
self to the utmost to sell the necessary lines of 
insurance. Protect your clients, so that you do not 
have to stand in fear of the court of conscience.

Ask More Power 
in the West

membership those companies whose 
capital set up and other structure do 
not render them capable of admission 
to all of the states in the Western Un- 
derwriters Association territory. The 
measure is not retroactive. 


Purpose of the Move 


This action is directed against small 
local companies, especially those estab- 
lished by local agents, which the W. U. 
A. charges are formed largely as a sub- 
terfuge so that the local agents may 
get excess commissions. By setting up 
a home town carrier, bidding with it for 
home town business, and reinsuring the 


business in other companies, the local 
agent, according to the W. U. A. 
spokesman, possesses machinery for 


grinding out higher commissions than 
his competitor, who operates exclusively 
as a local agent. 

For several years there has been an 
effort to strike at this system in the 
Western Union and W. U. A., but 
there has always been opposition from 
those interests which entered into rein- 
surance agreements with the local com- 
panies and which found the arrange- 
ment profitable. 


Short Rate Cancellation 


The problem of revisting the short 
rate cancellation table was discussed, 
but probably no decision will be 
reached. It was presented by the joint 
committee from the Pacific Board, S. E. 
U. A., and E. U. A. McClure Kelly, 
coast manager North America, and T. 
H. Anderson, coast manager Liverpool 
& London & Globe, are here represent- 
ing the Pacific Board. 

The necessity of meeting the growing 
competition of certain carriers which 
offer reporting forms of cover even on 
single risks is recognized. The Pacific 
3oard has undertaken the experiment 
of authorizing issuance of the reporting 
form on risks approved by the board, 
but, according to the sentiment here, 
that method is not the solution. 

Non Policy Writing Agent 


The problem of the non-policy-writing 
agent got a hearing, but action was 
deferred on the proposal that this class 
of producer be penalized by a differen- 
tial. Possibly the committee on order 
of business may submit a specific rec- 
ommendation late today but it is likely 
that the governing committee will be 
asked to give further consideration. 

Members expressed the opinion that 
since the proposed 5 percent differential 
met with an unfavorable response from 
agents and organizations of agents, the 
measure should not be adopted. The 
agents ask the abolition of non-policy- 
writers, according to W. U. A. spokes- 
men, and that is not now feasible they 


declare. Survey agents have a proper 
place in small communities, particularly 
those of less than 1,000 population, 


many officials declare, and it is not fair 
to eradicate them. 


Are Secking a Remedy 


The evil of non-policy-writers in 
larger cities is generally admitted and 
the W. U. A. leaders seem honestly to 


be seeking how to deflate this class 
without injuring what might be termed 
legitimate non-policy-writers in smaller 
places. All of the blame for the exist- 
ence of non-policy-writing agents does 
not attach to the companies, spokesmen 
aver, for they claim that the practice of 
appointing solicitors started with the 


agents. The companies, through branch 
offices, according to this reasoning, 
merely followed the precedent of the 


agents in appointing non-policy-writers. 

Those companies which have violated 
the prohibition against paying adjust- 
ment fees to agents were sharply re- 
buked in the report of the governing 
committee. Many irregularities were 
reported. 

The governing committee expressed 
satisfaction with the adjustment in the

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GROUP LIFE REPORT SHOCKS BLUE GOOSE 
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exceptional privilege and was granted 
only on authority from Washington. 
Mr. Dux of Hollister-Dux, general 
agents of Sioux Falls, S. D., and retir- 
ing chairman of the insurance commit- 
tee, had the difficult task of presenting 
the report of the insurance committee. 
Subjected to questions, expressions of 
indignation on part of delegates, criti- 
cism and proposals contrary to those 
in the committee report, Mr. Dux han- 


dled an embarrassing situation with 
poise and good judgment. 
In June of this year, Mr. Dux re- 


ported, it was apparent that the group 
life insurance situation was unsatisfac- 
tory. Efforts of the insurance commit- 
tee to hold a conference with Mr. Marr 
and Shannon Douglass were unsuccess- 
ful, Mr. Dux declared, because Mr. 
Marr protested that a conference then 
would be inopportune, the details of 
handling the mid-year premium pay- 
ments conflicting. 


The committee, therefore, according 
to Mr. Dux, was not advised of the 
transfer from the American National 


to the Texas Prudential until Mr. Marr 
circulated his “confidential report” on 
July 18. Thereupon a conference was 
demanded with Mr. Marr, all the mem- 
bers of the committee as well as Messrs. 


Rose, McCoy and Rudd attending. 
Records Were Missing 

“We found that Mr. Marr had few 
records indicating who was _ insured, 
Mr. Dux declared. Neither could let- 
ters from the American National pur- 
porting to terminate the contract be 
produced, he said. Furthermore Mr. 
Dux said that Mr. Marr had not han- 


dled the money as directed by the San 
Francisco convention of the Blue 
Goose, terms which were incorporated 
in the American National contract. 

“The American National,” Mr. Dux 
said, “had been highly satisfactory, pay- 
ing all claims promptly on presentation. 
The committee discovered no reason 
for the transfer.” 

Mr. Dux added that the Texas Pru- 
dential had been a satisfactory carrier 
and that it has paid four claims since 
taking over the business. 

The insurance committee presented 
five recommendations, all of which were 
adopted, some after heated discussion. 
The first recommendation was that the 
convention indorse the action of the in- 
surance committee in accepting the situ- 
ation as it existed and permitting the 
perpetuation of the term contract with 
the Texas Prudential so that the fami- 
lies of assureds might be protected. The 
second proposal was that the officers of 
each pond conduct campaigns among 
their members to increase the number 
of group assureds, especially among the 
younger men so that the average age 
may be brought under 45 with a conse- 
quent reduction in premium. 

Seven on Committee 


Moreover, the convention adopted the 
recommendation that membership in the 
insurance committee be increased from 
five to seven for greater regional repre- 
sentation. Mr. Rose later appointed J. 
Clark Buchanan, chairman, to. serve 
five years; D. M. Pollard, Texas, four 
years; Fred Ackerman, New York, 
three years; Mr. Dux, two years; W. J. 
Sonnen, Chicago, 1 year; Mr. Rose and 
Mr. Rudd. James D. Cherry, Montreal, 
was also attached to the committee. 

Then the convention voted to release 
Mr. Marr and ask him to send his rec- 
ords to Mr. Rudd, an action which was 
subsequently changed to accepting Mr. 
Marr’s resignation. The fifth proposal 
was the election of Mr. Rudd as insur- 
ance secretary, which was done by ac- 
clamation. 

The delegates from British Columbia, 
H. B. Leuty and G. Cyril Hodge, en- 
tered strenuous objection to the Texas 
Prudential on the ground that it is not 
licensed in Canada. The British Co- 





lumbia pond, they reported, had in- 
structed the delegates to say that the 
British Columbia group assureds would 
withdraw unless a larger American 
company licensed in Canada were ob- 
tained. Four Canadian companies, they 
said, have offered to insure the British 
Columbia pond and British Columbia is 
contemplating entering a contract with 
one of those companies if the Texas 


Prudential is retained. After various 
delegates, including J. D. Cherry of 
Montreal, expressed confidence in the 


ability of the insurance committee to 
work out an agreeable solution, the 
British Columbia delegates agreed to 
report to their pond before going defi- 
nitely on record as withdrawing. 
Objects to Change of Checks 


Mr. Dux furthermore challenged the 
authority of Mr. Marr to change the 
checks of assureds which were made 
payable to the American National. Pre- 
mium checks for the July payment, 
which were made to the American Na- 
tional, were altered by crossing out the 
name of the American National and 
substituting with a stamp the name of 
the Texas Prudential. 

Howard B. Henry of Kansas City 
protested the action of the insurance 
committee in not informing the dele- 
gates of the tender of resignation on 
part of Mr. Marr before taking a vote 
on releasing him. 

A message of condolence on the illness 
of Mrs. Marr was sent on motion of 
W. O. Woodsmall, Kansas City. 

Mr. Woodsmall created a _ sensation 
during the elections. Mr. Rose had 
been nominated by E. A. McCaskie of 
New York and Mr. McCoy was ready to 
entertain a motion that nominations be 
closed since it has been invariable that 
the supervisor is automatically ad- 
vanced to be grand gander.

The 
grand gander later said that failures in 
the adjusting business become grand 
nest officers. 

Lea Lewand made a fine impression 
in nominating Mr. McKian for keeper. 
He referred to Mr. McKian’s long serv- 
ice as wielder of the Illinois pond and 


pointed out that an insurance news- 
paper man has never served on the 
grand nest. Mr. McKian is editor of 


an insurance department for the Chi- 
cago “Evening Post.” 

H. G. Thomas of Salt Lake City in- 
troduced a resolution for the creation 
of a committee to make insurance edu- 
cational material available to the more 
remote ponds. He said that educational 
features as well as social functions are 
needed to attract young men to the Blue 
Goose. 

Guy H. Fuller of Oklahoma City pro- 
posed that the junior grand nest officers 
be assigned the task of superintending 
the ponds in each of their territories. 
He suggested that each officer spend 
six days a year in the work, thus gain- 
ing experience for the time when they 
shall arrive at the top grade of the or- 
der. This would also relieve the grand 
gander of the necessity of spending so 
much time in the field. 

Mr. Rose announced the appointment 
of C. M. Cartwright, managing editor 
of THe NATIONAL UNDERWRITER, as chair- 
man of the newly created employment 
committee. 

Much emphasis was placed on the re- 
lief fund feature of the Blue Goose in 
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the reports of the individual ponds. This 
was a tribute to Past Grand Gander 
J. Charles Harris of San Francisco, 
who originated the plan. 


Mallalieu Makes Report 


W. E. Mallalieu, manager of the Na- 
tional Board, and chairman of the Blue 
Goose jurisprudence committee, recom- 
mended that the application of J. Bar- 
ber Gray of Kentucky for reinstatement 
in the order be granted. Mr. Gray has 
left the insurance business to become 
associated in the Uniform Printing & 
Supply Co., which is owned by fire in- 
surance companies. 

The jurisprudence committee also de- 
livered the opinion that marine special 
agents are eligible to membership. ~ 

George Crosley of Iowa, chairman of 
the ritual committee, recommended that 
the title of the necrology committee be 
changed to memorial committee. 

Mr. Rudd reported membership as of 
September 6 at 7,118, net increase of 
277, with the San Francisco pond show- 
ing the greatest increase for the year 
with 46 new members.

LOSSES IN NEW YORK CITY 


The loss committee of the New York 
Board finds that the fire losses in New 
York City showed a reduction during 
August. The losses thhandled by the 
committee amounted to $235,395 as 
compared with $468,312 for August of 
last year. The committee figures that 
it handles 55 percent of all the losses. 
This would place the August losses in 
New York City at $427,980 as compared 
with $851,480 for August of last year. 
[The committee estimates the incurred 
losses handled by it for the first eight 
months in New York City at $7,009,272 
as compared with $8,788,859 the year 
before showing a decrease of 20.25 per- 
cent. This is interesting in view of the 
fact that the number of claims were 
3,600 as compared with 3,498 the year 
before. The total incurred losses for 
the New York City area, applying the 
same ratio as the class as handled by 
the New York Board, would be $12,- 
744,120 as compared with $15,979,740 for 
last year. In the New Jersey shore area 
the for the first eight months 
amounted to $288,466 as compared with 
$361,294 showing an increase of 478.95.

Fire Protection Association, and in 1911 
R. M. Bissell, as president of the Na- 
tional Board, addressed the governors 
of each state of the Union, asking that 
they approve the movement and issue 
proclamations to that end. 

Responses were received from 24 
chief executives, which number steadily 
has increased until it is anticipated this 
year every commonwealth will be found 
cooperating. In 1920 President Wood- 
row Wilson officially endorsed the idea, 
since which time each succeeding Presi- 
dent has done likewise. 


Give Figures on 1929 Loss 


Data prepared by the National Board 
indicates the loss of life by fire during 
1929 approximated 10,000, while prop- 
erty loss was in excess of $473,000,000. 
In Canada, property loss last year was 
close to $47,500,000. Through observ- 
ance of proper care in removing fire 
breeding conditions the great majority 
of fires could have been prevented, and 
it is to acquaint property owners with 
that fact and to secure their cooperation 
in reducing the annual burning waste 
that those directing the Fire Prevention 
Week campaign are directing their en- 
ergies. Local agents throughout the 
country are urged to get behind the ef- 
fort and lend it their utmost support.

about Wilmington, Del., and in Alle- 
gheny county, Pa. In the latter field, 
particularly, non-policy-writing agents 
exist in such number as to have frus- 
trated every attempt put forth in re- 
cent years to institute needed reforms 
in the territory, though efforts to do so 
have been made time and again. 

The position of the American of New- 
ark with respect to non-policy-writing 
agents has long been known, and its 
action a year ago in refusing to pay 
more than brokerage commission to 
representatives in its home state of New 
Jersey who did not write their own 
policies, evoked highly favorable com- 
ment from recording agents the coun- 
try over, 

Unfortunately, the company’s action 
was not followed by that of any com- 
peting office, several of the latter con- 
tenting themselves with “patting the 
American on the back,’ figuratively 
speaking, and letting it go at that. 

American States Its Policy 


In the light of the revival of interest 
in non-policy-writing agents caused by 
the commissioners’ recommendation, 
and the probabilities that the sugges- 
tions will be acted on at the mid-year 
meeting in New York, the subjoined, 
defining the attitude of the American 
with respect thereto, as printed in the 
most recent number of the company’s 
house organ, is timely: 

“We believe that the payment of com- 
missions to an agent for services per- 
formed requires no other justification, 
and conversely, that service performed 
must be the measure of such agency 
commission. Logically, therefore, the 
so-called non-policy-writing agent, per- 
forming no more service in any in- 
stance, and frequently less than that 
given by a broker, is entitled to no 
more than brokerage commission, and 
the insurance company is justified in 
paying no more than brokerage com- 
mission for such representation. 

“The agency of a financially stable 
and reputable insurance company is a 
valuable franchise, but the agent must 

by law and of necessity—assume a 
responsibility, both to the assured and 
to his company, for the acts which he 
performs within the limits of his 
agency. 

“Agents learn that they have not the 
moral nor lawful right to fall back upon 
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companies for the payment of losses 
which the policy should have insured 
but did not cover because of the incor- 
rect preparation by the agent. Per- 
formance within this responsibility re- 
quires years of preparation and constant 
study. 

“This preparation is part 
agent's readiness to serve, for which 
he is entitled to be compensated. Such 
is not the case with the non-policy-writ- 
ing agent. The same measure of re- 
sponsibility is not required of him, nor 
does he maintain either the preparedness 
or the facilities to give the insuring 
public the service which is required of 
the recording agent.”

Support Responsibility Law 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 17.—Automo- 
bile clubs of Ohio will support an auto- 
mobile license and financial responsi- 
bility law in the next legislature. It now

It is believed that the law will 
provide for granting a license to all who 
are now driving an automobile with the 
provision that this license will be re- 
voked if the holder of the license is 
caught in major violations of the traffic 
laws. The financial responsibility law 
will probably require that the automo- 
bile owner carry an insurance policy, 
provide a bond for payment of damages 
or deposit cash or securities with the 
state as an evidence of financial respon- 
sibility. 


Rules on Judge’s Authority 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 17.—Gilbert 
Bettman, attorney general of Ohio, 
handed down an opinion last week to 
the effect that a probate judge may 
legally renew and write new policies on 
public school buildings, provided the 
premium on such insurance does not 
exceed $50 on any one policy. The 
opinion pointed that owing to a prohibi- 
tion against a county officer’s being in- 
terested in a contract for the purchase 
of fire insurance for the use of the 
county with which he is connected, he 
may not write or renew policies of fire 
insurance on the county children’s home 
and county home of his county. It was 
further held that the probate judge, who 
is a trustee and official of the public 
school library, may legally execute a 
fidelity bond for the treasurer of such 
library.

Proot of loss from a tornado or 
was the subject of a recent in- 
teresting case before the Texas com- 
mission of appeals. The property insured 
was totally destroyed by a cyclone. The

defendant contended that the plaintiff 
had not complied with the provisions 
contained in the policy, which require 


that notice shall be given of such loss 
within 60 days. Plaintiff alleged that 
the insurance company had waived the 
provisions in the policy of his failure 
to file proof of loss or to declare the 
policy forfeited for failure to pay a 
premium note when due. 

The court held that it is not shown 
that any agent of the insurance com- 
pany, with full knowledge of the facts 
pertaining to the loss sustained by plain- 
tiff, waived any of the provisions of the 
policy. The testimony shows that the 
insured never pressed his claim for his 
damages sustained until after he had re- 
mitted the amount of the premium and 
that in his letter to the company stating 
that he had sustained a loss, he did not 
state when that loss occurred. This 
record fails to show that whatever was 
done by the company through its offi- 
cers or agents with reference to the loss 
or claim of plaintiff was done with full 
knowledge thereof and it is plain that 
an essential and necessary element of 
estoppel is absent.

Build- 
ing laws are reported inadequate and not 
enforced, fire limits of insufficient ex- 
tent and certain conditions are weak 
from the standpoint of fire resistance. 

Laws governing explosives and 
flammables are inadequate and city fire 
department inspections infrequent, with 
hazardous conditions existing in many 
places. There is no municipal control 
of electrical installation and new work 
is only of fair class, while old work is 
fair to poor. Weak construction fea 
tures, steep grades and side hill co 
struction increase danger of spreading 
fires, and generally inadequate fire — 
ing facilities create the high probabilit 
of a large part of the principal merca: 
tile district being destroyed in a sing 
conflagration.

RICHMOND, VA., Sept. 17.—Ap- 
proval of action of the Virginia insur- 
ance rating bureau in suspending the 
rule requiring a rate of $5 per $100 to 
be charged for hay stored in any one 
barn in excess of $750 has been given 
by the corporation commission of this 
state. This was done at the request of 
the bureau after its executive commit- 
tee, realizing the unusual conditions ex- 
isting in Virginia at this time due to the 
prolonged drought which has practi- 
cally destroyed the hay crop and believ- 
ing that the farmers would be forced to 
purchase hay in larger quantities than 
usual, had adopted a resolution suspend- 
ing the rule applicable to hay on farms 
until further notice.

To Strengthen License Laws 





Pacific Board Laws Committee Con- 
siders Proposal After Consolidation 
with Local Agents’ Group 





SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 17.—The 
bill which very likely will be presented 
to the 1931 session of the California 
legislature for the purpose of strength- 
ening agency and _ brokerage license 
laws has been drafted and is now be- 
ing given consideration by the laws 
committee of the Pacific Board follow- 
ing a series of conferences with a com- 
mittee of the local agents’ association. 

Prepared after a year’s work the 
measure contains recommendations ta- 
ken from many reports and extracts 
from laws now in effect in other states, 
the model codes and the suggestions of 
the Insurance Commissioners’ Conven- 
tion. 

Board of Education Created 


One of the principal features of the 
draft is the creation of a board of in- 
surance education, the members of 
which would be appointed by the gov- 
ernor and who would be representatives 
of fire and casualty companies, agents 
and brokers and educational institutions. 
The measure does not affect life insur- 
ance agencies. 

This board would have the power to 
hold examinations on applicants for 
agency licenses, especially those apply- 
ing for the first time. Its rulings would 
be subject to appeal in the superior 
courts, 

The draft also provides for the em- 
ployment of solicitors by agents or bro- 
kers under license, the responsibility 
resting upon the employer. It also de- 
fines an agent and a broker and out- 
lines the requirements for the applica- 
tion and issuance of a license. It also 
provides for penalties for selling any 
kind of insurance without a license, the 
maximum fine being $500 for an indi- 
vidual and $5,000 for a firm. Jail sen- 
tences may also be imposed. 





Montana Fund Rates Lower 


BUTTE, MONT., Sept. 17.—Rates 
for 1930 Montana state hail insurance 
announced by Chairman E. K. Bowman 
showed a 10 percent reduction as com- 
pared with those for 1929. The 1930 
loss ratio was almost 5 percent. The 
largest losses were sustained in Prairie, 
Roosevelt, Daniels, Dawson and Rich- 
land counties. The 10 percent reduction

Report on Medical Blanks 


Following an address of welcome by 
R. J. Manion, Canadian minister of rail- 
ways and canals, President Earl called 
for reports of standing committees.

George W. Yancey, Birmingham, Ala., 
read his report as chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, recommending that 
the number of vice-presidents and ex- 
ecutive committeemen be _ increased 
from five to six.

Takes Up Aviation Problems 


With “Future Legal Aviation Prob- 
lems” as his topic, Joseph B. Murphy, 
Syracuse, N. Y., took up the question 
of the burden of proof in damage cases 
and discussed. the two doctrines of ab- 
solute liability and “res ipsa.” Gener- 
ally, and in New York at least, in the 
opinion of the speaker the latter doc- 
trine will prevail and the defendant will 
then be given the opportunity and have 
the burden of disproving negligence. 

In his paper on “Aviation Clauses in 
Accident Policies” W. O. Reeder dealt 
with clauses by which insurers have at- 
tempted to limit liability in case of en- 
gaging or participating in aeronautics. 
The courts have been about equally di- 
vided in holding such clauses clear or 
ambiguous. Experence is insufficient 
and companies still must protect them- 
selves by qualifying clauses.

Unperwriter. In his timely paper on 
“Problems of Great Cases” Marion N. 
Chrestman of Texas, general counsel 
Universal Casualty, pointed out that al- 
most every guest case is due to an ex- 
pectation of ultimate recovery from an 
insurance company and involves some 
element of collusion or at least friendly 
acquiescence by the insured. Decisions 
have been divided into two classes, those 
in which the standard is ordinary care 
or such care as the ordinary person 
would use, and those in which “wanton 
negligence” must be proved before lia- 
bility is established.

POLITICS SEEN AS CAUSE 


Commissioner Brown Intimates Final 
Schedule May Be Lower Than 
the Tentative Draft 


BOSTON, Sept. 17.—Notwithstand- 
ing the compulsory law states automo- 
bile liability rates for the succeeding 
year shall be filed on or before Sept. 15 
of any year, Commissioner Brown did 
not file his schedule of rates for 1931 
Monday. 

Governor Allen late last week notified 
the commissioner he would expect him 
to reduce the proposed rates, much as 
former Governor Fuller coerced Com- 
missioner Monk and brought about his 
resignation. The state primaries were 
held Tuesday and this is believed to 
have been a potent factor in holding up 
the rate schedule. 


Rates Soon to Be Filed 


Comunissioner Brown states the rates 
will be issued a few days later. He inti- 
ates they may be lower than the tenta- 
tive schedule he recently announced, 
which was 6 percent over 1930 rates. 
The attorney general has verbally ruled 
the commissioner may delay the promul- 
gation. 

Some see in the delay a chance for 
questioning any rates the commissioner 
may now give out, as not being within 
the time limit, thus reverting back to 
the 1930 rates for 1931. 


Launch Campaign Against 
Missouri State Fund Move 





ST. LOUIS, Sept. 17—The opening 
guns of the campaign of the “Keep 
the State Out of Business” committee 
against state fund compensation insur- 
ance in Missouri were fired at a mass 
meeting of employes of the leading in- 
surance agencies of St. Louis. Henry 
Swift Ives, counsel for the Association 
of Casualty & Surety Executives, New 
York, and John J. Nangle, attorney for 
the committee, were the speakers of the 
day. Carl Lawton of Lawton-Byrne- 
Bruner Insurance Agency presided as 
chairman. 

Frankly the workers were told that 
their jobs largely depend on the out- 
come of the election on state fund insur- 
ance in November. It was brought out 
that should state fund compensation in- 
surance be voted by the people of Mis- 
souri it will be immediately necessary 
for all companies and agencies to re- 
duce their workers, eliminating those 
needed to handle the present compensa- 
tion lines. 

The committee plans an _ intensive 
campaign throughout Missouri to 
acquaint every voter with the menace 
of putting the state into the insurance 
business. In many respects the meas- 
ure, which is backed by organized labor, 
is the most radical ever presented in any 
state. The big danger is that the rank 
and file of voters will never read the 
bill and know its contents. Only a 
skeleton reference to the measure will 
appear on the ballots in November. 
Much educational work is therefore 
needed.

Bank Economist Speaks 


Aside from the annual address of 
President Kendall, which is reviewed 
elsewhere in this issue, the high point of 
the first session was the address of 
Harland H. Allen, economist of the 
Foreman-State National Bank, Chicago, 
on “Business Conditions in Their Re- 
lation to the Investment Market.” 

He said that September was the first 
month since the market crash that jus- 
tified any feeling of confidence. The 
commodity price situation is for the 
first time as to enable the nation to 
get its feet on something like solid 
ground, The improvement is slight but 
encouraging. 

Recovery Will Be Slow 


He declared that a seasonal rise is due 
but that the recovery will be slow, ex- 
tending probably over another year. He 
said, however, that when prosperity does 
return it will be in a better balanced 
form, The employment and agricul- 
tural situations are the most serious at 
this time. Farm income, which also 
represents the farmers purchasing power 
has been reduced 12 percent.

Automobile Fatalities Show 
Increase of 6.58 Percent 


HARTFORD, Sept. 17.—Approxi- 
mately 19,700 persons have been killed 
in automobile accidents in this country 
during the first eight months of this 
year, it is indicated by reports received 
by the Travelers from state motor ve- 
hicle commissioners and directors of vital 
statistics. 

This record of fatalities is around 

200 in excess of the number of deaths 
a eadae during the corresponding period 
last year, an increase of 6.58 percent. 
Since the end of May the trend of deaths 
this year has been lower than in the 
same period of 1929. The increase in 
fatalities reported from February to May 
inclusive, which was in excess of the 
average indicated for the first eight 
months, has accounted for the greater 
number of deaths from automobile acci- 
dents thus far this year. 


Decrease in 36 States 


Of the 36 states and the District of 
Columbia reporting motor vehicle 
deaths monthly, decreases are shown in 
Alabama, Connecticut, Delaware, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Missouri, Montana, Nevada, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island and Washington. 
Nineteen states have reported increases 
in excess of the average. These are 
Arkansas, Idaho, Indiana, Iowa, Ken- 
tucky, Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
sissippi, New Hampshire, New Mexico, 
New York, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, South Dakota, Tennessee, Vermont, 
Virginia and Wisconsin.

Lines Have Been Expanded 


“During the past years practically all 
of the companies comprising this con- 
ference have added to their industrial 
H. & A. business other lines of policies 
such as industrial and ordinary life, and 
monthly premium and commercial 
health and accident. While this has 
been successful to a marked degree, yet 
all are still primarily industrial insur- 
ance companies; industrial premiums 
continue to be their principal source of 
income, 

“The term ‘industrial’ as applied to 
the business of insurance has in the past 
been misused bv some; monthly pre- 
mium business has been referred to as 
industrial business. Since the organiza- 
tion, over 50 years ago, of the first 
weekly premium life insurance company 
in the country, the term ‘industrial’ in- 
surance has been applied, and correctly 
so, to policies issued on the weekly pay- 
ment premium plan. At least it has 
been so used by a large majority of the 
insurance fraternity. 

Issue Large Proportion 


“The business of the company mem- 
bers of this conference constitutes a 
large proportion of the total industrial 
health and accident business transacted 
in this country, if not in the entire 
world.

Debate on Compensation 
Fund for Auto Victims 





GRAND RAPIDS, MICH., Sept. 17. 
—Virtues of a state fund for the pur- 
pose of paying claims arising out of 
automobile accidents were portrayed in 
glowing terms to Michigan attorneys 
here last week when Judge Robert S. 
Marx of Cincinnati addressed the state 
bar association. He commented on the 
growing problem of uncompensated 
automobile accidents, and the relatively 


little progress that has been made in 
meeting it by legislation. 
Judge Marx was rather cautious in 


espousing any particular remedy for the 
situation, devoting most of his address 
to analysis and criticism of some of the 
plans now in force such as the Massa- 
chusetts compulsory insurance act and 
the so-called financial responsibility 
laws. He admitted preference for a 
compensation plan which he said would 
permit of prompt payment of claims 
directly after the accident. This, he in- 
dicated, could be best accomplished 
through a state fund, perhaps created 
through an additional fee imposed upon 
motorists at the time of their purchase 
of the annual license from the state. 


Rhoads Criticizes Plan 


Judge Marx’s pet plan, however, came 
in for some sharp criticism when Com- 
missioner Samuel Rhoads of the state 
department of labor and industry, an 
authority on workmen’s compensation, 
led a discussion of the Cincinnati man’s 
theories. Mr. Rhoads upheld the finan- 
cial responsibility measure as by far the 
best of the plans so far advanced, point- 
ing out that it lays emphasis on reduc- 
ing the number of accidents and making 
the highways safer. 

The compensation plan, Judge Marx 
contended, would merely make _ the 
motoring public as a whole assume re- 
sponsibility for traffic accidents and 
would permit the direct and prompt pay- 
ment of claims from a fund which would 
not be shared with lawyers and insur- 
ance companies. A state commission, 
similar to the workmen’s compensation 
commissions of the various states, would 
pass on the validity of claims to relieve 
the courts and expedite payments under 
the system he favored. 

While outlining no definite machinery 
for putting such a plan into practice and 
while admitting that no state has as yet 
seen fit to try the method, Judge Marx 
indicated that, in his belief, the system 
could be made to work. In Michigan, 
he cited, deposit of a $20 fee with the 
state by every motorist would create a 
$22,000,000 fund annually. On the basis 
of last year’s traffic casualties, each 
death claim could be compensated on 
the basis of $6,000 and only $9,600,000 
would be expended, he said. 


Many Weaknesses in Argument 


Commissioner Rhoads, in commenting 
on Judge Marx’s address, cited many 
weaknesses in his arguments. There is 
nothing, he said, analogous between

The de- 
partment of streets and sewers, which 
has jurisdiction over service cars, started 
an investigation which showed that the 
mutual has a temporary permit. Pend- 
ing final action the service cars opera- 
tors will be permitted to carry their 
liability with the mutual. 








compensation of industrial accidents and 
of traffic accidents. The employer, he 
pointed out, can control the accident 
rate in his industry to a great extent by 
emphasizing safety methods, installing 
safety machinery, selecting physically fit 
and competent employes, and in laying 


down regulations which must be ob- 
served by the workers. In case of acci- 
dent, responsibility can generally be 


quickly fixed as there are almost always 
witnesses and culpable employes who 
have caused accidents themselves are 
deprived of compensation. 

In the case of highway accidents, 
however, the state official pointed out, 
conditions are entirely different. The 
average motorist, except in so far as he 
is careful himself, has absolutely no 
control over safety on the highways. In 
many accidents there are no witnesses 
and no means of determining to what ex- 
tent the victim contributed to bringing 
about the mishap. Yet, under Judge 
Marx’s scheme, Mr. Rhoads pointed out, 
every motorist would be taxed equally 
to pay the cost of accidents, the careful 
driver along with his reckless brother. 
There would be no incentive to safety 
on the highways except the usual one 
of self-preservation. 

Cost Estimate Off 


\s to Judge Marx’s estimate of the 
cost of a traffic accident compensation 
fund, Commissioner Rhoads pointed out 
that seven and one-half times as great 
an outlay is made in the industrial acci- 
dent field for compensating injuries and 
defraying the costs of hospitalization and 
other expenses of this sort as is paid 
out in death claims. If a similar ratio 
prevailed in highway accidents, a fund 
of at least $80,000,000 annually, or more 
than $75 per motorist, would be required 
on the basis of the Marx figures, he 
said 


Lauds A. A. A, Plan 


Commissioner Rhoads lauded the A. 


A. A. financial responsibility plan as 
preferable to any system so far ad- 
vanced to solve this problem. It em- 


phasizes the vital principle of safety, he 
said, tending to eliminate the reckless 
and unfit motorist and therefore to re 
duce accidents on the highways rather 
than to penalize the carefal driver 
equally and to inflate the cost of acci- 
dents to that element in the motoring pub- 
lic least responsible for them. He would 
couple the financial responsibility law 
with a strict act providing for the licens- 
ing of drivers on a qualifications basis. 
The uninsured driver under such a sys 
tem, he said, is as careful as possible as 
he realizes the peril to him if he is re- 
sponsible for an accident. The careless 
driver, be he insured or not, is likely 
to be driven from the highways under 
such a law, he indicated, as the accidents 
piling up against him soon brand him 
as an unfit person to operate a motor 
car.

Automobile Responsibility Act in 
California Held to Discriminate 
Against the Poor 


VIOLATES CONSTITUTION 


Rich Can Drive, No Matter How Reck- 
lessly—Not Proper Exercise of 
Police Power 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 17.—Califor- 
nia’s automobile financial responsibility 
law, which has been in effect since last 
August and under the provisions of 
which more than 100 owners and driv- 
lost their operator’s license, 
has been materially upset by a decision 
handed down last week by the district 
court of appeals at Los Angeles, which 
ruled that the clause the 
loss of a driver’s license when a judg- 
ment has not been paid within 15 days 
after it has been made final, is discrimi- 
natory and unconstitutional. The ma- 
jority judges ruled that it deprived the 
man unable to meet such a judgment, 
awarded for damages caused by his 
automobile, of the rights of ownership 
and the use of his car while granting 
such a privilege to the wealthy owner 
who can pay such judgments.

The decision was handed down on a 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus filed 
by Lester T. Lindley whose license was 
suspended by the state motor vehicle 
department last April, because of fail- 
ure to pay the judgment. On April 30 
Lindley was arrested for driving with- 
out a license and sent to jail for failure 


to pay a $15 fine. 
Associate Justice Reuben Schmidt, 
who wrote the decision, said: “The 


section virtually says, ‘If you have the 
authority to and do pay a judgment 
against you, you may drive your auto- 
mobile no matter how negligently.’ Yet 
in the same breath it says to another 
individual, ‘Because you cannot pay 


your judgment you cannot drive your 
automobile.’ 

“It is a well known fact that the 
present use of an automobile is fre- 


quently the true source of a man’s abil- 


ity to earn a livelihood for himself and 
family. To deprive him of this privi- 
lege unnecessarily is not a reasonable

He said this plan does not appear to be 
used by larger companies but in behalf 
of those subsidiaries for which “cutting 
a corner” seems to be regarded as a 
less heinous offense. Mr. Street pointed 
out the inconsistency and danger in im- 
posing conditions for general agency 
representation and then permitting their 
complete nullification through so simple 
a subterfuge as changing the title of 
the appointee and divesting him of all 
responsibility. 
Takes Up Non-policy-writer 


In regard to the non-policy-writing 
agent, Mr. Street said there cannot be 
any interference with the legitimate sur- 
vey or sub-agency business of any mem- 
ber at any time, but he is firmly of the 
opinion that the non-policy-writing 
agent in communities of size impairs 
the agency system, promotes develop- 
ment of branch offices and tends to elim- 
inate valuable agents. 

He does not believe the proposal of 
leaders in the National Association of 
Insurance Agents that such non-record- 
ers be entirely abolished is a practical 
one for the W. U. A. to adopt at this 


time. He urged that the original sug- 
gestion for a practical differential be- | 
tween agents and wnon-recorders in 


larger communities may be for some 
special reason not the proper method of 
approach. 





He expressed the belief that some 
common ground could be found = on 
which the W. U. A. could cooperate | 


with similar organizations in other sec- 
tions in solving this problem, and he 
said it is his personal belief that this 
solution ultimately will be found in co- 
operation with properly organized and | 
conducted local agents’ organizations, | 
but only those whose members are in | 
every way committed to the principle | 
of representing only those companies | 


which pay a uniform commission in the 
same agency and maintain rules of 
practice. 

Excepted cities occupied an 
tant place in the address. He said the 
situation regarding those which have 
not been adjusted does not improve and 
there appears to be in too many cases 
a lack of confidence and cooperative 
spirit which would permit consultation 
between interested companies to pre- 
vent a “ridiculous situation” and avoid 
further lack of confidence through in- 
sinuations or deliberate misstatements 
as to what other members are doing. 

Mr. Street suggested a practical ex- 
pense reduction through eliminating un- 
necessary forms. He said no agent has 
any real use now for any forms other 
than the straight fire, tornado and com-

Mr. Street commented on marked 
improvement in the adjustment. situ- 


ation, but said organization of so-called 
adjustment bureaus by agencies might 
offset this at certain points.

He emphasized the great in- 
crease in claims caused by cigarettes, 
and urged that all members instruct ad- 
justment bureaus not to recognize 
claims of hotels and apartments from 
this cause.

Iawa Rebate Complaints Up 





Surety Association Officials Believe 
Practice Much Less Prevalent Than 


in the Past 





NEW YORK, Sept. 17. —The com- 
plaint of Iowa agents, that rebating in 
connection with the writing of contract 
bonds in the state is still widely preya- 
lent, will be taken up by the Surety As- 
sociation of America, at its annual meet- 


ing here Oct. 8. Company officials, 
while sincere in their determination to 
stamp out the evil so far as may be 
practical, agree with G. K. Thompson, 
Cedar Rapids attorney, who has served 
as arbitrator in Iowa for the past 18 
months, that while rebating in connec. 
tion with contract bond premiums has 
not been wholly eradicated it has been 


materially lessened. 
When rebating became widespread ~ 
Iowa some two years ago and appeal t 


the companies for the adoption of re- 
formative measures was made by the 
lowa Association of Insurance Agents, 
the Surety Association authorized the 
appointment of an arbitrator by the for- 
mer body, pledging wholehearted sup- 
port to his efforts to run down and 
punish any agent proved guilty of split- 
ting commissions with the assured. Of 
the more than 100 cases submitted him 
by local men for investigation, Arbitra- 
tor Thompson found the charge with- 
out foundation in fact, except in a lim- 


ited number of instances, thus confirm- 
ing the opinion of home office men that 


the practice was not nearly so common 
as was alleged. It may be true, as as- 
serted, that checked in granting rebates

Large Aircraft 
Damage Policy

It is interesting to note that this cover- 
age therefore carries a flat rate of only 
half what it would be if the contract 
had been written as formerly on the 
specific form with all property sched- 
uled. Incidentally the cover is offered 
by fire companies on a 50 percent coin- 
surance basis at 5 cents per $100, 


“Bridging-the-Gap” Clause 


There is a “bridging-the-gap” clause 
incorporated, under which the 
damage contract will take hold if fire 
ensues following airplane crash or as 
the result of any object dropped from 
a plane. 

If only partial damage should result, 
the fire insurance would step in, it is ex- 
plained, but if total loss is sustained the 
aircraft policy alone covers. An inter- 
esting point in underwriting this cover 
is raised as to whether the blanket form 
would cover if an airplane should crash 
on one of the properties, the gasoline 
should leak and become vaporized, and 
then shortly thereafter an explosion 
should result, perhaps caused by ma- 
chinery or some other factor inherent in 
the public utility property, and not from 
hot exhaust gas or spark in the crashed 


plane. 
It is believed this contract would 
apply in such an extreme case even 


though there is no explosion clause in 
it. The regular fire policies carried on 
all these properties contain the inherent 
explosion clause, but not the simple ex- 
plosion. It appears there still is latitude 
in writing this new and novel cover for 
working out precise phraseology that 
would set at rest any doubts on such 
technical points. 


Revaluation Every Three Years 


This is a three-year blanket policy 
with provision for revaluation of all the 
property at the end of the three years 
before rewriting it. The flat premium 
charge is based on the valuation, and 
therefore the need for periodical checks 
on this factor. 

“This is a fast growing hazard,” the 
public utilities man comments. “The 
danger appears to come not so much 
from the commercial and mail planes, 
which as a rule are operated on a high 
plane of efficiency and have the best 
equipment obtainable, but from _pri- 
vately owned planes. The air lines 
mostly are financially responsible cor- 
porations from whom judgments for 
damages could be collected. But the 
private airplane owners often used up 
most or all of their capital buying their 
planes and flying them. In any event, 
private planes are operated less care- 
fully as a rule, and with inadequate 
supervision. 

Utilities Man’s Comment 

“T believe in another ten years we will 
be able to look overhead any time any 
place in this country and see an airplane. 
There are now upwards of 15,000 of 
them in this country and because of 
their great mobility they already present 
a substantial hazard. Also, like light- 
ning, there is no telling when a plane 
falls where it will land. If it should 
crash on one of our large properties the 
large amount of gasoline aboard easily 
might result in a total loss to us on that 
property. 

“T am a great believer in blanket cover 
in the case of properties of fluctuating 
values, but not on those of stable values. 
Although the values of our properties 
are comparatively stable, the blanket 
form appears to be best suited in this 
case.” 

A subrogation clause is an important 
part of the policy, which will permit the 
carrier after paying any loss to

within a restricted area, at a lower rate 
than on scattered property. It would 
appear at first glance that closely 
massed industrial buildings might be a 
target for falling aircraft, whereas the 
same structures if scattered over a wide 
area might sustain only small loss. 
However the utilities man says there is 
actually less exposure when buildings 
are massed. 

Aircraft damage cover has been writ- 
ten somewhat generally in three out- 
standing sections, around Wichita, Kan., 
the home of seven aviation factories 
where much flying is done; in the 
vicinity of Chicago, and along the east- 
ern New Jersey coast. It is said all of 
this, however, has been specific cover. 
Considerable of this protection has been 
written along the north shore in Chicago, 
which is constantly crossed by planes 
flying between the downtown section 
and several airports north and west of 
the city. The recent crash of a plane 
into a large gas container in this sec- 


tion resulted in a $17,000 loss which 
was paid under a specific aircraft dam- 
age form.

Good Time to Get New Men 





Business Conditions Make It Possible to 
Attract High Grade Material to 
Accident-Health Field 





While there seems to be a general 
tendency to halt expansion of accident 
and health agency forces at this time, 
some of the most successful executives 
in this field believe that this is an ex- 
ceptionally good period for attracting 
the services of high grade men to the 
accident and health business. 

Many men of more than ordinary 
caliber, who have been going along dur- 
ing the past year making a good in- 
come, suddenly find this income en- 
tirely cut off. They are now in the 
mood to recognize that a business which 
builds a steady income, not fluctuating 
widely even during periods of business 
depression, is desirable. As soon as 
business conditions improve, many of 
these will be located again and will not 
be willing to undertake the building 
process necessary to get started. Now, 
while some of them are earning nothing, 
they can be obtained and if they are of 
the right sort can make enough to live 
on while they are starting to build their 
agency. 


Big Opportunity at Present 


An executive, whose accident and 
health department shows a healthy in- 
crease in premiums this year, says that 
he believes the big opportunity for acci- 
dent and health companies at this time 
and during the next few months lies in 
enlisting the services of high grade men 
in the accident and health business. 
Particularly where it is desirable to 
make a change in managers, it is possi- 
ble to obtain unusually good men now. 





The tendency is to let these matters 
drag along until business conditions im- 
prove but when that time comes, it is 
more difficult to obtain the better man. 





Organize Managers Club at 
Kansas City; Collins Active 





KANSAS CITY, MO., Sept. 17.— 
J. P. Collins, president of the National 
Association of Accident & Health Man- 
agers and superintendent of agents for 
the National Casualty, was here last 
Saturday on a business trip and in the

of the policies issued, have been filed by 
George T. Jackson of Omaha with the 
attorney-general. A preliminary report 
by a member of the attorney general’s 
staff says that the benefits afforded by 
the policy itself are contradictory of 
what is outlined in the advertising mat- 
ter, and that it had no authority to sell 
in Nebraska the kind of policy being of- 
fered. “As the matter stands,” says 
Irving Stalmaster, assistant attorney 
general, “the company is doing business 
without a license and selling a policy 
that gives practically nothing to those 
who are paying the premium in the be- 
lief that they are to receive some bene- 
fits.” 





Sommer Conducts Evening Course 


Armand Sommer, manager of the ac- 
cident and health department of the 
Southern Surety in New York, is con- 
ducting the evening course in accident 
and health insurance at Columbia Uni- 
versity.
